died

He was born in New Or­ 
leans fifty years ago. 
'Probably no man In the state knew 
personally more of its politicians and 
prominent 
citizens than 
Joseph 
E 
Johnston. In -the campaign for the 
election of delegates to the constitu­ 
tional convention he was one of the 
active men at state democratic head­ 
quarters in Oklahoma City, holding 
the position of assistant treasurer. 
Mr. Johnston was an unusually fine 
penman and was employed by the 
constitutional convention as enrolling 
clerk. He it was who placed that 
document in its’ final form. 
He was 
also chief ot the enrolling depart­ 
ment of the senate during

ond legislature. 
Mr. Johnston came to Oklahoma In

At the present time 
there are from 50,000 to 75,000 cases, 
and the governor has asked the gov­ 
ernment to furnish us some serum 
until our plant at 
Manhattan 
be­ 
gins turning it out about January I. 
Unless the government comes to the 
aid of the state no serum can be 
Supplied the farmers until the first
